On this subject correspondents of 
the British Medical Journal have lately 
offered some wholesome warnings— 
among others, one or two by Dr. Albut

Therefore, in 
all public libraries, notices should be 
posted up informing all borrowers that 
no books will be lent out to applicants 
who are suffering from diseases of an 
infectious character.
